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MALARIA AND THE MOSQUITO.

Some fifteen or twenty years ago Dr. Par 
‘RIck Manson, a young English “‘physican 
then practising in Southern China, instituted 
a series of researches into the tropical di- 
seases there present, and amongst ‘others 
into malaria, which in the warmer regions

FIRES. : 

Iam not able to report go favourably of grass 
fires. These were very numerous and destruc- 
tive. The total number of fires was 52, which 
destroyed 13,229 trees, compared with 27 and 
8,285, respectively, in the previous year. The 
m at destructive fire was. on Mount Davis on 
March 19th; this killed 8,443 trees, some of 
them in gullies being of good size. Tweuty out 
of the 52 tires did no harm beyond burning grass. 

_ PIRE BARRIERS, 

Fifty-three miles of old barriers were 
cleaned and 64 miles of new ones were made. 
Low combustible vegetation having grown 
higher than formerly in many places I had all 
the barriers whieh were only 10 feet wide in- 
creased to 15 feet, which affords greater security 
in preventing fires ledping the bared lines. 

. NEW TERRITORY. 

* Soon after the New Territory was taken over 
I commenced a series of journeys, which were 
continued as occasion allowed, over the whole ter- 
ritory to acquire imformation on all points in 
iwhich this department might be called upon to 
operate in its special functions. It was found that 
tree planting was required around the various 
new police stations and the buildings occupied 
by Europeans at Taipo, and that tree} planting 
could also be done with advantage in other 
‘ places.

JAPANESE IMMIGRATION IN THE 
UNITED STATES. 
=~ 

Up to this point, says a Washington des- 
patch, nothing has been done by the Washing- 
‘ton authorities in regard to the restriction on 
the immigration of Japanese- into the United 
States. beyond the application of the contract 
labour laws. The enforcement of these laws 
is entrusted to the officials of the Treasury 
Department, and so far as is known they have 
not discovered any movement towards the 
bringing into the United States of Japanese 
coolies under labour contracts. They are not, 
however, authorised to interfere with the 
incoming of the Japanese who can satisfy 
the requirements of the laws in the matter 
of freedom from contract obligation and 
ability to maintain themselves. It is believed 
that, anlike other Orientals, few Japanese, 
even of the labouring classes, fail to make a 
sufficient showing on these points to pass muster 
and secure admission at the Golden Gate.

Sir,— While the sanitary regulations ardbeing 
80 stringentiy inforced, it seems a glaring in- 
consistency that an utter lack of precaution 
should choracterise the removal of plague vic- 
tims and infected clothing. 

Every day a grim sight is|to be seen along 
the most frequented roads—the S.B. ambulance, 
coffin, and large baskets. As they are being 
jeggied along, the patient, corpse, and clothing, 
thérein conveyed, may spread the bacilli, and 
these, when the weather is dry, may float about 
with the dost.” 

Perhaps it may bo advisable for the Sanitary 
Board to have, for every infected district, a 
bamboo jetty and sumpan to convey patients 
and corpses; and the clothing disinfected in 
the premises infected. Sometimes the contents 
of the baskets stink, and things drop along 
tha route. : 

Even if deemed non-hazardous, the actual 
process is most disagreeable to passers-by, and 
constitutes a most uncanny nuisance. Is it 
because Hongkong has lost the terror inspired
